VENETIAN GLASS. 


N ANCIENT INDUSTRY REVIVED IN 


THE ISLAND OF MURANO, 


here Works of Art Not Uonstrofltiea, 
Are Produced—How the Descendants of 
the Old Venetlau Glassworkers Make 
Beautiful Articles of Use and Ornament. 


Among tho lagoons, nearly due north 


f- Venice, in the island of Mnrano 
acre lives a race of men who seem to 
ave a great future. They are the de- 
lendants of tho old Venetian glass- 
orkera, and of late years they havo 
eon reviving the ancient art, which 
made Mnrano famous in the past, of 
lassblowing. 
The old Venetian glass vraa what is 


omuionly called blown, but the name 
ivcs a vciy small idea of the mannfac- 


!. Glass has certain characteristics 


vhioli give it its title bsauty and value 
or art purposes, and though you may 
cglect those and force it to make forms 
tterly foreign to its nature you are 
reducing not works of art, but mon- 
aosities. Whatever glass may be, it 
s in its natural state not crystalline, so 
hat nature is outraged when wo grind 
; into sharp angular forms that belong 
:ither to other materials. The oldVene- 
iaii glass was light, bright, vitrcoui in 
ppearance and stained with the richest 
o^sible colors, and all these qualities 
ro retained in tho newly revived man- 
ufacture at Mnrano. 


Tlicro 13 one more stiong point in fa- 
or of glass blown and worked o\er 
iian molded—namely, that every mui- 
idual piece is an original nrfc, and as 
; is, almost impossible that any tv*o 
hould bo exactly alike, unless their 
orm is veiy simple indeed, tho buyer 
booses according to his fancy and it, 
Tire that no one clho possesses a piece 
xactly tho same sizo and shape. In tlio

This is one of the many methods

President of the United States. Timic 
persons, especially those who do uot 
I>ay much attention to the great issu 
which ia to be determined by the pao 
pie of tue United States in the ensuing 
election, may be frightened by sucl 
sentiments as that. 


Compared to snob electioneering de- 


vices, the shotgun persuasion, alleged 
to have beefc in the South some years 
ago to intimidate voters, was honora- 
ble. Silver dollars are a legal te'ncior 
for one hundred cents. The National 
debt is payable in silver dollars. .Those 
dollars are receivable for all public 
dues, and are a legal tender for all 
debts, public and private. It is not 
proposed by any party to pay Govern- 
ment or any other obligations in any 
other money than lawful money of the 
Uuited States. How can that money, 
when it is a legal tender for all debts, 
be worth only twenty-five cents on tha 
dollar? Who would exchange a silver 
dollar, which will pay a debt of one 
hundred cents, or purchase one hund- 
red cents' worth of anything that is for 
sale, for twenty-five or thirty-five cont3? 
Will it make such a dollar anymore 
valuable to have foreign nations con- 
rant to Its coinage by the United States, 
as the Republicans propose, than if the 
Uuited States coins it, as wa have tho 
Constitutional right to do, without the 
consent of foreign nations?

Tho moat probable origin of tho name 


! elover is that which derives it from the 


jatiti olavu—-clubs—as tho elover leaf 
lightly resembles the three pronged 
Inb of Hercules. It is said, too, that 
he cltibs of our playing cards are in 
mitatiou of tho samo leaf. There are 
many varieties of this common but fa- 
orite plant, nud, notwithstanding its 
iraotical UKU.S in agriculture, about it 
npei'stitiou hns woven many quaint and 
nteresting legends. 


Tho common red clover was onoo re- 


futed to bo bnnofnl to witches, and peo- 
>le of high and low degree wore the 
eaf, considering it a powerful charm 
igtvinst their spells. It is supposed to 
iftvo been introduced into England from 
,ho Netherlands during the reigri of 
Queen Elizabeth. 


The thorny clover (Medioagoeolnmia) 


s culled Calvroy clover on account of 
=omB of its peculiarities. In the first 
place, it must bo sowed in the spring, 
ind some say on Good Friday! As the 
eaves appear above ground they have 
cleap red spot, resembling fresh spilt 


Mood, on each of their three divisions, 
which will remain for some time before 
dying away. Tho throe leaflets stand 
erect during the day with arms extended, 
rat at sunset tho arms are brought to- 
jether, and the upper leaflet is boweo 
aver them as if in prayer. After a time 
a sniull yellow flower appeal's, and later 
a spiral pod, covered with sharp thorns. 
These thorns interlace with one another 
as they ripen and form a globular head, 
which v/heu fully matured may be re- 
moved from its spiral coils, and the 
striking resemblance to n crown o: 
thoma is plainly seen. Thus its blooc 
stained leaves, its extended arms anc 
bowed head aad the day when the seec 
was first planted to await its resurrec 
tio-a have caused it to be christened Cal 
vary clover. It is fitting, too, that Pales 
tine should be claimed as its native 
laud. 


Legend says that the three leavet 


clover, generally regarded as an cmblen 
of the Trinity, was first used by St 
Patrick to illustrate how three separafc 
objects, such as leaves, could yet form 
one. 
Those deeply versed in legendar; 


lore, however, claim that St. PatricJ 
borrowed rather than originated thi 
sauot-ity of tho shamrock (Medicago lu 
pulina), held in the hand of' Hop 
among tho Greeks, when he thus illtis 
tratod tho Trinity in its three or fouu' 
tho cross in its four leaves. 


In tho east also the trefoil is sacred 


as the holy books of Persia tied Ar.ibis 
tell, and the legend of St. Patrick driv 
ing the snakes out of Ireland Jias a mor 
ancient, root, for the Latins believei" 
that snakes were never seen near th> 
trefoil. 
So if St. Patrick wore it In

The four leaved clover brings rnyb 


terious powers with it if it is found o 
St. John's eve, they say. in the Tyro 
Like fern seed, it can render the weare 
invisible at will and gives especial goo 
fortune in gambling. If a clover is con 
cealed in a gift, it will enhance i 
value. A German proverb says of 
lucky man, "Er hat ein vierblaettrige 
Kleeblatt gefunden'' (' 'Ho haa found 
four leaved clover"). 


The fact that its four leaves are ar- 


ranged in the form of a cross gives it its 
significance. One who wears a bit of it 
can detect tho presence of evil spirits. 


While tho four leaved clover is said 


by tradition to possess a weird magic 
influence, tho three leaved is looked 
upon more in the light of a religions 
symbol. Shakespeare's Rosalind asks, 
"Can one desire too much of a good 
thing?" and may be answered, "Yes, in 
respect to clover leaves,'' for, notwith 
standing the wonderful virtues every- 
where ascribed to the four leaved clover, 
"the finder of tho five leaved will have 
bad luck. 


Even the two leaved clover is not un- 


regarded, but has its legend, and the 
lucky maid who secures one is by its 
influence enabled to see her future lover. 


The lowliest blossoms have always 


called forth the poet's praises,' nnd even 
Shakespeare alludes to the clover as 
"honey stalks"—a fitting name, as the 
bees revel iu its sweetness.
